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The Bust of Herman Melville 
By Sarah K. Taylor 

''Sculpting the bust of Herman Melville has been 
an exciting intellectual and emotional experience. A 
sculptor's goal is to bring out the life that lies within the 
material, in this case, bronze. Most of the elements that 
exist in the universe, in bronze metal, are also present in 
the human body. It has been the intention of the sculptor 
to create eye spaces or openings that will make a connec- 
tion with these elements for the careful viewer. In this 
sculpture, you might see the hanging fire of Captain Ahab 
in the recesses of Melville's eye openings that will serve 
to recall the great author who wrote so well of the whales, 
whalers, and the sea, and stimulated the vivid imagina- 
tion of his readers worldwide." 

A Note from the Sculptor, David Englund; In or- 
der to create this extraordinary bust of Herman Melville, 
the artist, poet and philosopher, David Englund, needed 
material. This meant reading and seeing images of his 
subject, Melville, who has been long dead. 

While photos and text were not scarce with the 
right connections and research, Mr. Englund had trouble 
in one area; he had no idea what the back of Melville's 
head looked like. While this may seem unimportant to 
most, and certainly there was no need at the time for 
anyone to take a picture of the back of Melville's head, it

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is actually vital information for an artist moving a subject 
from two dimensional into three. 

Mr. Englund sought help by contacting Hershel 
Parker, author of Herman Melville 1851-1891: A Biography, 
and resident of California. Mr. Parker responded quickly, 
but even he did not have any long lost photos of the back 
of Melville's head. He did, however, have the name and 
contact information for Melville's great-great grandson, 
Peter Whittemore, who lives in Cohasset, M.A. 

While Mr. Englund had put to rest the idea of 
ever having a photo of the back of Melville's head, he 
thought perhaps Melville's descendant might have hats 
he could work with. Alas, no hats. But, Mr. Whittemore,

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bearing a notable resemblance to his great-great grandfa- 
ther, was willing to use his own head. With a live model, 
and staying true to the blood line, Mr. Englund was able 
to complete his project, the magnificent bronze bust of 
Herman Melville. 

Once Melville was temporarily nestled into the 
New Bedford Whaling Museum, Mr. Whittemore paid his 
great-great grandfather a visit. His reaction? "I love it." 

Melville is Mr. Englund's fourth bronze bust. 
His other sculptures are Leonardo da Vinci, Frank Lloyd 
Wright and Edna St Vincent Millay. He chose these 
historical figures because he found their work resonated 
with him. 

The process of making a bust involves immers- 
ing oneself into the art spiritually. Mr. Englund worked 
for five months on his sculpture of Melville, sometimes 
getting up in the middle of the night and working into the 
dawn. Mr. Englund's choice to use eye spaces instead of 
eyeballs is a very conscious one. He feels that "eyeballs 
block any interior in a sculpture." Leaving space allows 
the viewer to interpret what they see. "Some people see 
eyes in those recesses." 

Herman Melville and Leonardo da Vinci will be 
available for the public to view at the Marion Art Cen- 
ter as part of the Winter Members Show from March 1 
through April 82009. Their web site is www.marionart- 
center.org.

from George Gershwin's Porgy and Bess. Gershwin's tale 
of Catfish Row was one of the first opera's to feature an all 
African American cast when it debuted in the early 1930's 
and has been performed countless times since.

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Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

January 29, 2009

A meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Thursday, January 29, 2009 at 7:00 
pm by Selectman Jordan C. Collyer. Also present were 
Selectman George Randall, Town Administrator Michael 
J. Botelho, Town Police Chief Mary R. Lyons, Deputy Fire 
Chief Andrew U. Murray, Town Clerk Barbara A. Sul- 
livan and Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody A. 
Pacheco. Chairman Stephen J. Lombard was absent from 
the meeting. 

Upon a motion made by Selectman Randall and 
seconded by Selectman Collyer, the Board approved the 
minutes of the January 6, 2009 Executive Session of the 
Board, and the minutes of the January 6, 2009 Meeting of 
the Board. 

The Board voted unanimously to appoint William 
J. Kelly of Carver as a Reserve Police Officer. The Board 
also voted unanimously to approve the snow and ice defi- 
cit for Fiscal Year 2009. 

The Board voted unanimously to accept, with 
regret, the resignation of Peter B. Perkins as Gas Inspector 
for the Town of Mattapoisett after 22 years of service. The 
Board announced that there will be a luncheon at Town 
Hall in Mr. Perkins' honor at noon on Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 4, 2009. 

Town Clerk Barbara A. Sullivan swore in Deputy 
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Fire Chief Andrew U. Murray as Acting Fire Chief. Chief 
Murray's mother. Sue Murray, pinned his Chief's badge 
on his uniform. 

The Board recognized Kenneth J. Souza, News 
Editor and Reporter for The Wanderer for the past 17 years 
for his service to the community. Mr. Souza will be join- 
ing the staff of The Anchor in Fall River, Massachusetts.

Chief said, and she noted that each shift has a Sergeant in 
charge as a supervisor. Chief Lyons said that the Depart- 
ment has three open positions currently, with one student 
officer in the academy in Plymouth, and one reserve of- 
ficer who is completing field training. 

The Chief reported 6,982 calls to the police de- 
partment in 2008. 

Chief Lyons said that the Department currently 
has six marked vehicles, one four-wheel drive marked 
vehicle, and two unmarked vehicles in its fleet. She noted 
that the Police Department building is now 20 years old, 
and requires attention regularly for maintenance and 
repair. The Chief said that she is in consultation with the 
Town Capital Planning Committee regarding future capi- 
tal needs of the Department. 

Emergency Medical Services, operated by the 
Police Department, now has eight paramedics on staff, 
and three additional paramedics in training. Officer Kevin 
Leblanc serves as the Emergency Medical Services Man- 
ager. Kevin is also a Nurse Practitioner, giving him extra 
skills for the Service. Sergeant Anthony Days serves as 
the EMS Coordinator, and handles regulatory matters for 
the Service. The Service responded to 417 calls in 2008, 
and has already responded to 45 calls in the first 29 days 
of 2009. Chief Lyons noted the high level of profession- 
alism maintained by the EMS staff by citing a two-day 
course on airway management being held January 31 and 
February 1, 2009 at Old Rochester Regional, where nine 
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4x4 Service 
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EMTs are scheduled to attend. While the Town has paid 
the $350 per person tuition for the class, the EMTs are 
attending the class on their own time, uncompensated by 
the Town. 

"Do you have any significant technical upgrades 
for the Department coming up?'' asked Selectman Collyer. 
Chief Lyons responded that the Department is looking at 
possible grants for upgrades to the radio systems, which 
must be all-digital by 2018. 

Selectman Collyer noted that ambulance receipts 
will be used to fund future ambulance replacements, 
and that in the next few months, the Board will vote on a 
concrete policy on how much of the ambulance receipts 
should be used to fund ambulance replacement. 



Chief Lyons also informed the Board that she 
has been named Chair of the Southeastern Massachusetts 
Homeland Security Council. 

Ms. Bonnie DeSousa, President of the Friends of 
the Mattapoisett Bicycle and Recreational Path, appeared 
before the Board to express the group's pleasure with 
the completion of Phase lA of the Path, and noted that 
Mattapoisett Neck residents have reported heavy use 
of the Path since its completion. Ms. DeSousa said that 
maintenance issues, including mowing, now need to be 
addressed. In addition, the Friends are proposing signage 
identifying the Path. The Board directed the Town Ad- 
ministrator to meet with Ms. DeSousa and the Highway 
Department to discuss signage and maintenance issues.

and to report back to the Board on those discussions. 
Ms. DeSousa shared with Board members some drafts of 
proposed signage, including dedication of each of the four 
sections, once completed. The first section of the Path, 
also known as Phase 1 A, is proposed to be named "The 
Veterans Mile,'' in honor of all military veterans, as well 
as Police and Fire Department veterans. Ms. DeSousa 
proposed a dedication ceremony of The Veterans Mile 
for April 17, 2009. On a motion by Selectman Collyer, the 
Board unanimously approved the date of April 17, 2009 
for a dedication ceremony of the first quarter of the Path, 
known as Phase lA. 

On Town budget matters. Selectman Collyer not- 
ed that there will be a $49,500 local aid cut for the Town, 
and that officials are looking at ways to cover the loss 
in the Fiscal Year 2009 budget. For Fiscal Year 2010, the 
projections indicate a cut of approximately $97,700 in state 
aid to the Town.

Rochester Selectmen's Special Meeting 

January 29, 2009

A special meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Thursday, January 29, 
2009 at 4:00 pm by Selectman Dan McGaffey. Also present 
were Selectman Bradford N. Morse, Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera, Town Counsel Blair S. Bailey, Town 
Police Chief Paul Magee, Town Clerk Naida Parker and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. Chairman 
Richard Nunes was absent from the meeting. The meeting 
was called at the request of Chief Magee to discuss issues 
relating to enforcement of the By-laws, Rules and Regula- 
tions Pertaining to Dogs of the Town of Rochester. 

Chief Magee reported that in September 2008, 
the Town Clerk reported over 300 persons as not being 
in compliance with the dog licensing regulations of the 
Town, and provided that list to the Police Chief in his 
capacity as Town Dog Officer. "What happened this past 
year, the list that was provided by the Town Clerk, there 
were over 300 unregistered dogs.'' Mr. LaCamera said, 
'In our opinion, that is something that never should have 
happened." By the end of December 2008, Chief Magee

reported that over 250 cases had been resolved, but at 
a significant cost in police man-hours. The Chief said 
that his department needs to have a better enforcement 
procedure in place in order to reduce time demands on 
his officers relating to the enforcement of dog licensing 
regulations. "My goal for right now is to avoid that situa- 
tion .... When it comes September, that that list will not 
be nearly as big as it is,'' said Chief Magee. 

The Chief presented a plan for improved enforce- 
ment which would include having the Town Clerk pub- 
lish a monthly reminder regarding dog licensing regula- 
tions in as many media outlets as possible, from January 
through April of each year. "So it is my hope that in those 
months of January, February, March, April, May, and 
June, we take a much more proactive approach of getting 
people to license their dogs,'' Magee said. Thereafter, a 
new list of noncompliant dog owners would be published 
in May of each year, and the Town Clerk would generate 
postcards to be mailed by the Office of the Selectmen to 
all noncompliant dog owners. "By the By-law, in May, 
the Selectmen's office is asked to mail out a notice to those 
individuals whose dogs are unlicensed reminding them 
that they have until July first or they will be assessed a 
late fee," Chief Magee said. 

Under the current regulations, all dog owners 
who have unlicensed dogs in the Town as of July 1 of 
each year face a $25 late fee in addition to the license fee 
of $7 (spayed or neutered dogs) to $10 (un-spayed or 
un-neutered dogs) per dog. Each September 1, the Board 
of Selectmen issues warrants for all noncompliant dog 
owners, and directs the Police Chief to take enforcement 
action. Such enforcement action could include arrest of 
the noncompliant dog owners.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation.

By-laws, Rules and Regulations Pertaining to Dogs of the 
Town of Rochester. Among these changes were modify- 
ing the age of a dog subject to licensing from the current 
age of three months to a proposed six months, to conform 
the By-laws to Massachusetts state law and to accepted 
practice for rabies vaccination, which must be proven at 
the time of licensing. All of the proposed changes will be 
set forth in Warrants for the Annual Town Meeting that 
the Town Counsel will prepare. 

The By-laws also require that inspections of ken- 
nels in the Town be conducted twice each year. Chief Ma- 
gee stated that these inspections have not been conducted 
for some time, and need to be done. The Chief suggested 
that each time a kennel license is issued, that the Town 
Clerk provide a copy of the By-laws to the licensee. Town 
Clerk Naida Parker reported that there are presently ap- 
proximately 27 licensed kennels in the Town (20 regular 
kennel licenses, five or six hobby kennel licenses, and two 
commercial kennel licenses). Regular kennels are autho- 
rized to contain four to six dogs each. Hobby kennels 
contain six to ten dogs, and Commercial kennels contain 
over ten dogs. 

Chief Magee also requested that all kennel licens- 
es list the number of dogs that the license covers when it 
is issued, and Ms. Parker agreed that the licenses would 
so indicate in the future. 

The By-laws also provide that kennel operators 
report all dog sales to the Town Clerk annually. The 
Board decided that this requirement, which has not been 
enforced, will be enforced beginning on February 16, 
2009. 

The collection and accounting of dog license fees 
was also discussed. The By-law requires that the fees 
collected by the Town Clerk be deposited on the first 
Monday of each month, with 75 cents per license being

retained by the Town Clerk as compensation. Town Ad- 
ministrator LaCamera stated that this procedure has not 
been followed, and that the Town's auditors have noted 
this fact in their audit reports for the past four years. Mr. 
LaCamera said that he has managed to get all of the Town 
departments to make weekly deposits into the general 
fund so that monies collected are not held in offices for 
lengthy periods of time, and expressed his hope that 
the Town Clerk would follow the same procedure. Ms. 
Parker said that she would continue to make deposits on 
a monthly basis. Mr. LaCamera expressed concern that 
the Town, through the Board of Selectmen, cannot verify 
the amounts retained by the Town Clerk as compensation 
as being correct, since only the Town Clerk has control 
of those monies until deposits are made. Ms. Parker said 
that she will be happy to provide her income tax records 
to the Town Administrator and the Board of Selectmen. 
"So you will (...) verify that this income has been re- 
ported on your income tax?'' Mr. LaCamera asked. "Yes," 
Ms. Parker replied. Mr. LaCamera also noted that in the 
auditors' opinion, retained amounts should be deposited 
by the Town Clerk into the general fund, and then sought 
by request of the Town Clerk, and paid to the Town Clerk 
by a payroll check, thereby assuring accurate accounting 
of those amounts. 

The Chief also reported that he has tried to iden- 
tify locations with repeated violations relating to barking

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"There's no Habitat home ever built in Rochester, is that 
right?'' Selectman McGaffey said. "No, none," Mr. Morse 
responded. "Anyone can donate property, right?" Select- 
man Nunes said. Mr. LaCamera responded, "Yes." Mr. 
LaCamera will schedule a meeting and inform the Board. 

Mr. LaCamera presented the Town Administra- 
tor's report. "At the last meeting, I had submitted a list of 
projects to the Board for consideration under the federal 
economic stimulus program." Mr. LaCamera asked if the 
Board had ranked any of the proposed "shovel-ready" 
projects on the list. "The gas line extension to Memorial 
School should be in the top three project list," Selectman 
McGaffey said. Selectman Nunes agreed: "It is important 
to get the gas down to the school so that we aren't using 
oil to heat the school." After some discussion, the Board 
agreed to combine three road work projects into one, and 
make that the number one priority on the list. Number 
two on the list will be the gas line extension to Rochester 
Memorial School, and the third project will be the renova- 
tion of the Town Hall. 

Mr. LaCamera noted that at the last Selectmen's 
meeting, he had mentioned that there is a grant program 
available to the Town that might help with affordable 
housing, up to a maximum of $10,000. He will continue 
to explore these grant possibilities, and report back to the 
Board. 

There will be a meeting in Freetown on Febru- 
ary 10, 2009 among several area towns to consider bulk 
buying and regionalization of services among the towns, 
which Mr. LaCamera cannot attend. "We do a lot of 
regionalization already. I cannot attend, so if there are any 
Selectmen who can attend, here is the information on the 
meeting," Mr. LaCamera said. 

The next meeting of the Tri-Town Selectmen, 
which the Town will be hosting, is on Thursday, February 
5, 2009 in the Media Room at ORR. On the agenda are 
the issues of regional dispatching, and the ORR budget. 
Mr. LaCamera asked if there were any other issues that 
the Board would like added to the agenda. "Should the 
regionalization of EMS be something we should add?" 
asked Selectman Nunes. Selectman Morse replied, "No, 
let's talk to Wareham first."

"Some time back in December 2008, 1 had given 
the Board several policies for review. The Personnel 
Board has now reviewed those policies. The Department 
heads have now reviewed those policies. I would ask the 
Board to approve the maternity leave policy, the HIPPA 
policy, and the electronic communications policy at this 
time,'' Mr. LaCamera said. On a motion from Selectman 
McGaffey, with a second by Selectman Nunes, the policies 
were approved unanimously. 

Mr. LaCamera presented a draft Fiscal Year 2010 
Capital Plan for Board review. He will seek Board ap- 
proval at the next regular Selectmen's meeting. 

On the Fiscal Year 2009 budget, Mr. LaCamera 
said, "As you know, the Governor has made some reduc- 
tions in state aid for 2009. The reductions are $51,000 for 
the Town of Rochester." Mr. LaCamera presented a list 
of recommended funding shifts and associated bud- 
get deficits: Available Funds include $68,000 from the 
Reserve Fund; $6,000 savings from Property Insurance; 
$10,000 savings from Health Insurance; $3,500 savings 
from Business Interruption Insurance; $13,396 savings 
from Liability Insurance; and $21,918 savings from the 
Rochester Memorial School budget. The anticipated 
deficits are: Gasoline, $5,000; ORR Assessment to the 
Town, $10,000; Veterans Services, $2,000; Unemployment 
Claims, $15,000; Snow and Ice, $40,000; and the State Aid 
Cut, $51,114. The total savings, $123,114, match the total 
anticipated deficits, $123,114.

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Memorial School Committee in attendance expressed 
concern with the proposal to cut RMS funding. Asked by 
those members if all Town departments were examined 
for budget cuts, Mr. LaCamera said: "Yes. I went through 
every department. And most of the savings shown are 
savings that I generated in the last six months.'' Mr. 
LaCamera noted that there was no reason for the Board 
to vote on the matter at this time: "The numbers could 
change." 

Mr. LaCamera then began a discussion of the 
Fiscal Year 2010 budget, acknowledging receipt by the 
Town of the so-called "cherry sheets," which are local 
aid estimates issued by the Governor's office to cities and 
towns. "The Governor has decided that he wants to hold 
harmless all of the Chapter 70 money, the schools' money, 
which he has done," Mr. LaCamera said. He noted that 
the lottery aid to Rochester will be reduced by $150,910. 
According to Mr. LaCamera, the Governor has proposed 
a one percent meal tax statewide and a one percent room 
tax statewide. These proposals, if enacted, would result 
in approximately $50,307 from the meals tax and $9,758 
from the room tax to the Town, for a net reduction of ap- 
proximately $90,000. 

Mr. LaCamera also noted that neither the Roch- 
ester Memorial School nor the ORR budgets have been 
received by the Town yet. He said that the minimum 
contribution from the Town to ORR is projected to in- 
crease by $128,000, while the minimum contribution from 
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Plumb Corner Plaza, Rochester • 508-763-9331 



the Town to Old Colony will be decreasing by an amount 
not yet known. On the revenue side, Mr. LaCamera said 
that the projections, which are fairly firm, show $198,300 
in revenue. "The positive side is that we have SEMASS, 
which generates almost 42% of the Town's revenue.'' Mr. 
LaCamera noted that the Town has some overlay reserve, 
approximately $29,000, which can be used in Fiscal Year 
2010. Selectman McGaffey said, 'Tf we are able to main- 
tain Town services at current levels, I think that is good 
news."

As instructed by Attorney Witten, Police Chief 
Miller explained the complaint filed by Mr. Lawrence 
Dorman of Allen's Point Road concerning a dog bite 
sustained by his wife on December 28, 2008 from the 
MacLean's dog, Cody. The dog came onto the Dorman's 
property and bit Mrs. Dorman resulting in a "nasty'' 
injury. Mrs. Dorman was taken to the hospital by her 
husband, had x-rays, and was given medication along 
with limited activity due to the bite. 

Attorney Markey spoke on behalf of the Ma- 
cLean's, owner of Cody. "You have heard of other inci- 
dents of biting, a young girl bitten occurred when the chil- 
dren were at play and the child ran away, Cody nipped 
her." "There was also an allegation of another biting, but 
it was never confirmed to be Cody" This recent incident 
involving Mrs. Dorman, he explained, occurred when the 
MacLean's were on vacation and the caregiver had put 
the wrong collar on Cody which allowed him to run over 
the electric fence. 

Attorney Markey said that the McLean's felt hor- 
rible about the incident and expressed great concern. "I 
ask you not to consider taking the dog away" said Mar- 
key. He said to assure this does not happen again the 
MacLean's intend to have a fence completely enclose their 
property "to prevent the dog from getting out in addition 
to adjusting the electric fence." They will keep the dog on 
a leash and Cody will attend obedience school. 

"When will these measures be done?" asked Se- 
lectmen Henry. 

Attorney Markey requested a 6 month continu- 
ance due to the weather making installing a fence not 
possible. The fence will be 5 feet high as recommended 
by the fence installer for the size dog the MacLean's have, 
a 36 pound boxer.

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dogs romping on the beach and "does not see Cody as be-

Attorney Witten reminded the Board that the 
"police reports speaks for itself, the Board has to go by 
that".

Sylvia

Taken. Starring Liam Neeson and Famke Janssen. Directed by Pierre 
Morel. Running time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

At age 56, Liam Neeson still looks like a formidable slab 
of muscle looped over steel. In the new action-thriller Taken, Neeson 
could probably beat his adversaries into submission with his vast stony 
forehead, but unless I misremember, he doesn't use that particular 
lethal weapon. He kicks, punches, chops, slashes, shoots, and slams 
more than one face into more than one wall or door. We almost feel 
sorry for the poor Armenian scum who have unwisely chosen to 
kidnap Neeson's daughter to sell her as a sex slave. They're well-armed 
and well-connected, but they're up against all six feet and four inches 
of Liam Neeson in all his righteous wrath. It doesn't seem fair, really. 

Neeson's character, Bryan Mills, used to work for the 
government as a "preventer" of "bad things." He has retired in order 
to spend more time with wide-eyed teenage daughter Kim (Maggie 
Grace), though he also has to weather the disapproving scowl of ex- 
wife Famke Janssen; Bryan probably likes his chances better against 
the Armenians. Kim and a friend get kidnapped in Paris, and Bryan 
swings into action. He looms over his ex's current rich husband 
(Xander Berkeley) and demands a private flight to France — it's every 
ex-husband's dream moment. 

Taken is a standard give-me-back-my-spawn thriller, but as 
written by Luc Besson and Robert Mark Kamen it's admirably stripped 
down — less the credits, you're out of there in under 90 minutes — and 
it shares Bryan's unearthly focus. It's good that the first act shows off 
Neeson's warm side — Bryan's daughter is his only weakness, and he's 
blissful when he's around her. He doesn't need a big speech about how 
Kim represents the innocence that he wants to preserve in such a cold, 
corrupt world — we get that when he looks at her, and also when he 
frets about every step she proposes to take on her Eurotrip. Neeson 
has been a sorely underrated actor, a solid and somber presence but, 
despite appearing in box-office hits, never quite a star. But Taken proves 




his star quality in a way no film has since Neeson's early-'90s salad 
days in Schindlefs List and, yes, Darkman. 

Bryan's odyssey through the slime, with frequent concussive 
scenes in which various Euro-scum are the bowling pins and Bryan 
is the bowling ball, is on some level Hardcore meets Die Hard. But 
there's undeniable pleasure in watching a man of Neeson's power and 
intelligence unleashing both on scruffy anonymous lowlifes. What 
could be simplistic and cheesy in other hands becomes iconic. Luc 
Besson has a knack for pure-cinema adrenaline rides (his protege Pierre 
Morel directed) that do away with anything inessential — that take red 
meat and boil it down to the bone. Despite its grim emphasis. Taken 
is not without humor; I particularly enjoyed Bryan's visit to an old 
colleague turned Paris police desk jockey, whose oblivious wife serves 
dinner to the two mutually wary men — the way she chirps "Carrots?" 
to the brooding Neeson is the funniest offer of food in a movie since 
Marlon Brando proffered biscuits in The Island of Dr. Moreau. 

You may be forgiven for looking askance at Taken, which 
bounced around global theaters for a while before 20th Century-Fox 
dumped it into a no-confidence late-January slot. But there is a place 
for pulp done properly and well; the movie displays little art, but it 
doesn't have to. Its furious sense of purpose — get in, find the girl, get 
out — matches Liam Neeson's. And, come to think of it, there is a kind 
of artistry in the sheer craft and intensity on display. But don't let that 
stop you.
